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LOCATION. 

This  Seminary  is  located  at  Tilton,  N.  H.,  on  the  Boston,  Con- 
cord and  Montreal  Railroad,  eighteen  miles  north  of  Concord, 
and  thirty  miles  south  of  Plymouth.    It  is  distant  four  miles  from 
Franklin,  on  the  Northern  Railroad,  to  which  place  a  coach  runs 
i  twice  each  day.    It  is  in  the  central  part  of  the  State,  easy  of 
j  access,  and  less  than  four  hours  distant  from  Boston. 

I  ADMISSION. 

All  candidates  for  admission  are  expected  to  be  prepared  to 
give  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character.  Students  who 
desire  to  enter  any  of  the  regular  graduating  courses  are  examined 
in  the  studies  preparatory  to  the  course.  Candidates  for  advanced 
standing  are  examined  in  the  studies  that  have  been  pursued  by 
the  class  which  they  propose  to  enter,  or  others  equivalent  to  them. 
Students  are  not  passed  from  term  to  term  except  after  an  exami-  i 
nation  before  a  committee  and  by  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

Those  who  do  not  desire  to  complete  a  regular  course  can  join 
such  classes  as  are  adapted  to  their  attainments.  Special  classes 
are  always  formed  for  their  accommodation  when  there  is  a  suf- 
ficient call. 

'     COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

There  are  six  regularly  established  courses  of  study  :  the  Class- 
ical, Belles  -  Lettres,  Collegiate  Preparatory,  English  Scientific, 
Commercial,  and  Music.  Diplomas  are  awarded  to  students  com- 
pleting either  course.  Instruction  is  also  given  in  Methods  of 
Teaching,  Drawing  and  Painting,  Penmanship,  Theology  and  El- 
ocution. 

The  Classical  Department  of  the  Female  College 

Is  designed  to  afford  young  ladies  a  thorough,  systematic,  and  lib- 
eral education,  and  extends  over  four  years. 
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The  Belles-Lettres  Departiueiit 

Omits  the  Latin,  and  can  be  completed  in  three  years. 

The  Institution  being  a  Chartered  College  is  authorized  to  con- 
fer Degrees  on  ladies  completing  either  of  the  above  courses. 

The  Colleg-iate  Preparatory  Departineiit. 

i      By  recent  vote  of  the  Trustees,  the  requirements  in  this  course 
!  have  been  increased,  and  pupils  will  be  thoroughly  prepared  for 
any  New  England  C^^oUege  or  University. 

The  English  Scientific  Department 

Is  designed  for  young  men  who  do  not  desire  to  pursue  the  class- 
ics, and  it  prepares  for  general  business  v^ocations. 

The  Commercial  Department 

Furnishes  a  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Book-keeping,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  common  EngHsh  branches.  Persons  having  a  good 
common  school  education  can  finish  the  course  in  one  year.  In 
a  single  term,  it  is  designed  to  impart  such  a  knowledge  of  Book- 
keeping— single  and  double  entry — as  to  meet  the  wants  of  most 
who  pursue  this  study.  For  those  who  desire  to  prosecute  the 
special  study  of  Book-keeping  still  farther,  provision  is  made  for 
two  additional  terms  of  study,  in  which  the  whole  subject  is 
thoroughly  canvassed  as  it  relates  to  larger  business  houses  and  to 
banking.  Commercial  calculations,  business  rules,  and  commer- 
cial law  constitute  an  essential  part  of  the  last  two  terms  of  the 
course. 

The  Department  of  Music 

Affords  superior  facilities  to  those  who  desire  thorough  instruction 
and  practice  in  Instrumental  and  Vocal  Music.  -  The  Professor  in 
charge,  has  had  a  thorough  musical  education,  and  nine  years  suc- 
cessful experience  in  teaching.  The  course  embraces  three  years, 
and  diplomas  are  awarded  to  those  who  satisfactorily  complete  it. 
The  pupils  are  furnished  with  good  pianos  for  practice. 

The  Ornamental  Department 

Is  in  charge  of  an  accomplished  Artist.  Superior  instruction  is 
afforded  in  all  the  branches  ;  and  ample  facilities  offered  in  Geo- 
metrical, Free-hand  and  Perspective  Drawing,  so  frequently  required 
of  teachers  in  our  common  schools. 
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Is  taught  by  one  who  has  made  it  a  specialty  for  twenty-seven 
years. 

]N'OR>IAL. 

Instruction  will  be  given  in  ^.lethods  of  Teaching  whenever  a 
sufficient  number  desire  a  class. 

A  Theological  Class 

Is  formed  every  term,  and  rudimentary  instruction  is  given  in 
Theology  and  such  other  studies  and  exercises  as  will  aid  minis- 
j  terial  candidates  in  forming  their  first  habits  of  critical  Scripture 
I  study  and  speaking,  as  well  as  in  all  their  future  professional  stud- 
I  ies,  in  or  out  of  schools.  But  the  class  is  in  no  sense  a  substitute 
:  for  Collegiate,  or  more  extended  Theological  learning. 

ELOCTTIOX. 

A  class  in  Vocal  and  Physical  Culture,  under  the  care  of  the 
President,  meets  four  times  a  week.    Prof.  Butterlield  visits  the 
'  school  each  term  to  give  special  instruction  to  those  who  desire. 

The  Ladd  Professorship. 

j  X.  G.  Ladd,  M.  D.,  of  Maiden,  3^Iass.,  has  made  a  generous 
bequest  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  as  the  foundation  of  a  chair  of 
Social,  Moral  and  Bibhcal  Learning.  Awaiting  the  availibility  of 
this  gift,  the  New  Hampshire  Conference  has  united  with  the 
Trustees  to  assist  in  maintaining  this  chair.  The  President,  who 
fills  this  Professorship,  gives  daily  instruction  in  manners,  morals, 
business  habits,  health,  current  events,  and  the  formation  of  char- 

[  acter.    A  Scripture  lesson  is  read  every  day  and  briefly  discussed 

I  by  the  whole  school. 

Rhetorical  Exercises. 

;      Five  compositions  and  five  declamations  are  required  per  term 
I  of  each  student.    Persons  can  join  the  public  or  private  classes  as 
they  prefer. 

The  Govemmeiit 

Aims  to  be  as  near  after  the  model  of  a  well  regulated  family  as  is 
possible  in  a  Boarding-School.    All  the  boarding  pupils  are  under 
I  the  immediate  and  personal  care  of  the  Faculty,  and  those  who 
room  elsewhere  are  held  strictly  amenable  to  the  laws  of  the 
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school.  All  the  prohibitions  and  requirements  usually  found  in  a 
well  regulated  institution  of  learning  are  enforced.  Persons  who 
have  not  sufficient  self-control  or  self-respect  to  enable  them  to 
conform  to  the  usages  of  good  society,  the  principles  of  right, 
or  necessary  prudential  regulations,  are  not  desired  as  students. 

Literary  Societies. 

There  are  two  well  conducted  Literary  Societies  for  gentlemen  : 
the  "V.  A.  S.",  and  the  "United  Panoplian"  ;  and  in  the  Female 
College  one  for  ladies  :  the  "Ladies'  Literary".  There  is  also  a  so- 
ciety, the  "Callilogean",  where  both  ladies  and  gentlemen  mee; 
under  the  supervision  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  Faculty.  All 
meetings  of  the  Literary  Societies  and  all  pubhc  exercises  of  the 
students  are  subject  to  the  control  of  the  President.  No  Society 
is  allowed  to  hold  its  meetings  oftener  than  once  in  two  weeks, 
nor  to  continue  its  sessions  later  than  half  past  nine  o'clock,  p.m. 

LIBRARY. 

The  Library  affords  scientific,  historic,  poetic,  governmental  and 
popular  reading  matter,  and  is  accessible  to  all  members  of  the  In- 
stitution, free  of  charge.  Contributions  in  money  or  books  are 
respectfully  solicited. 

Reading  Room. 

The  Reading  room,  to  which  students  have  free  and  daily  ac- 
cess, is  Uberally  supphed  with  hterary,  political  and  religious 
newspapers  and  periodicals,  and  affords  an  opportunity  for  am- 
ple information  upon  the  current  news  and  literature  of  the  day. 

Special  thanks  are  due  several  parties  and  publishers  who  have 
kindly  contributed  to  our  Reading  Room  without  expense  to  us. 

Prescott  Cabinet. 

The  Institution  has  a  large,  valuable  and  beautifully  arranged  j 
Cabinet  of  Shells,  Minerals  and  Fossils,  together  with  various 
other  specimens  appropriate  to  the  illustration  of^  Geology,  and 
Natural  History ;  also.  Globes  for  Astronomy  and  Geography,  and 
a  Skeleton  and  Charts  for  Physiology. 
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PRIZES. 

Through  the  kindness  of  friends,  four  prizes  are  offered  this 
year. 

A  prize  will  be  awarded  to  that  lady  who  shall  excel  in  Declama- 
tion. 

A  prize  will  be  awarded  to  that  gentleman  who  shall  excel  in 
Declamation. 

The  contest  for  these  two  will  take  place  at  the  close  of  the 
Fall  Term. 

A  prize  will  be  awarded  to  that  person  who  shall  pass  the  best 
written  examination  in  the  Latin  language. 

A  prize  will  be  awarded  to  that  person  who  shall  pass  the  best 
written  examination  in  the  Greek  language. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Class  of  1876  has  entered  into  a  compact  to  establish  a 
scholarship  to  admit  some  meritorious  person  free  of  charge. 
They  have  placed  on  interest  a  handsome  sum  for  that  purpose, 
and  will  increase  it  to  the  requisite  amount.  It  is  hoped  that 
other  classes  will  follow  their  example. 

Benefactions  and  Iniproyenients. 

Thanks  are  due  to  those  liberal  patrons  whose  hearts  the  Giver 
of  all  good  has  disposed  to  remember  by  legacy  and  gift  the  needs 
of  the  Institution.  Its  educational  facilities  would  be  increased  and 
greater  permanence  of  administration  secured  by  increased  endow- 
ment. 

Improvements  will  be  made  by  the  Trustees  as  rapidly  as  the 
means  at  their  disposal  will  allow. 

An  Alumnus  has  proposed  to  fresco  the  Seminary  Hall  gratuit- 
ously, provided  the  materials  can  be  furnished.  Some  preliminary 
repairs  will  also  be  necessary.  This  generous  proposition  cannot 
be  accepted  unless  other  Alumni  or  friends  shall  be  pleased  to  as- 
sist. The  opportunity  should  not  be  lost.  All  contributions  re- 
mitted to  the  President  will  be  gratefully  acknowledged.

Tuition  bills  are  payable  strictly  in  advance  for  the  entire  term. 
No  tuition  received  for  less  than  half  a  term.  Children  of  travel- 
j  ing  ministers,  and  young  men  holding  license  to  preach,  are  entitled 
I  to  a  deduction  of  one-half  the  basis  of  tuition  bills.  No  other 
I  deduction  will  be  allowed  except  by  special  arrangement,  or  in  case 
I  of  protracted  illness. 
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BOARD. 

Board  for  entire  term,  including  room  rent  and  washing,  but  not 
including  fuel  or  lights,  ^3.00  per  week  ;  if  less  than  an  entire  term, 
^3.50  per  week.  The  President  and  other  members  of  the  Faculty 
board  with  the  students. 

All  students  are  required  to  board  in  the  Institution,  except  those 
who  board  with  relatives,  or  such  friends  as  are  approved  by  the 
government  of  the  school.  Board  payable  one-half  in  advance 
and  the  remainder  at  the  middle  of  the  term.  An  allowance  of 
ten  per  cent,  is  made  to  young  men  holding  Hcense  to  preach. 
No  deduction  in  board  or  tuition  for  a  few  days  absence  at  the 
commencement  or  close  of  a  term,  or  for  any  but  providential  ab- 
sence. 

Boarding  pupils  provide  their  own  towels,  napkins,  soap,  sheets, 
pillow-cases,  pails  and  carpets. 

Carpets  and  extra  furniture  will  be  supphed  in  ladies'  rooms,  if 
desired,  for  a  small  additional  charge. 

Twenty-five  cents  will  be  charged  each  boarder  for  the  key  to 
the  room,  which  will  be  refunded  when  the  key  is  returned  at  the 
close  of  the  term. 

Visitors  are  expected  to  pay  for  board  at  regular  rates. 

The  expenses  will  be  kept  as  low  as  is  consistent  with  thorough 
work  in  an  Institution  of  this  grade. 

Keepers  of  boarding-houses  must  render  an  account  of  the  de- 
portment of  boarders  as  often  as  called  for ;  and  any  concealment 
or  collusion  between  them  and  their  boarders  will  be  a  sufficient 
reason  for  interdicting  such  boarding  places. 


Please  impress  upon  the  minds  of  your  children  the  purpose  for 
which  they  attend  school,  and  the  necessity  of  making  every  thing 
subserve  that  object.  New  experiences  await  them,  and  their  hap- 
piness and  success  depend  upon  the  spirit  with  which  they  under- 
take their  work  and  the  habits  which  they  form  during  the  early  part 
of  their  stay  here.  Guard  them  against  forming  hasty  and  doubtful 
associations  with  strangers ;  but  advise  them  to  seek  scholarly,  re- 
fined and  religious  companions.  It  would  be  well  for  them  if  they 
could  bring  their  roommates  with  them. 

Furnish  them  thoroughly  for  stormy  weather  and  bad  walking, 
especially  if  they  do  not  board  at  the  Boarding  House. 

They  will  have  very  little  use  for  spending  money  beyond  the 
regular  bills  of  the  Institution.  Please  require  of  them  a  specific 
account  of  all  expenditures.  When  pupils  are  young  it  is  well  to 
deposit  their  money  with  some  member  of  the  Faculty. 

While  we  consider  ourselves  in  duty  bound  to  do  the  best  we  are 
able  for  all  entrusted  to  us,  we  cannot  exercise  the  influence  over 
the  manners  and  associations  of  our  pupils  who  board  out  of  the 
Institution  that  we  can  over  those  that  are  in  the  family  with  us. 

It  is  desirable  that  all  students  should  undertake  as  much  work 
as  they  can  satisfactorily  accomplish.  On  the  other  hand,  if  they 
are  hurried  and  overloaded,  superficial  scholarship  and  impaired 
constitutions  will  be  likely  to  result. 

Regular  and  simple  habits  in  diet,  sleep  and  exercise  are  essen- 
tial to  the  preservation  of  the  health.  More  students  are  broken 
down  by  carelessness  and  irregularity  than  by  hard  study. 

Please  discourage  their  visiting  home,  or  other  places,  during  term 
time.  It  necessarily  interrupts  their  studies,  and  diverts  their  at- 
tention from  their  proper  work. 
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It  is  a  mistaken  kindness  to  send  them  boxes  of  confectionery, 
nuts  or  other  edibles.  There  can  be  no  possible  demand  for  them 
and  the  effect,  physically  and  socially,  is  always  mischievous. 

We  shall  esteem  it  a  favor  to  have  you  communicate  with  us 
freely  concerning  your  children,  especially  if  they  think  they  have 
reason  for  complaint. 

Weekly  or  monthly  reports  will  be  furnished  to  parents  when  re- 
quested. 

It  is  very  important  that  all  the  pupils  should  be  present  at  the 
opening  of  the  term.  The  loss  of  the  foundation-work  of  the  first 
days  is  damaging  to  the  scholarship  of  the  student,  embarrassing 
to  the  teacher,  and  hinders  the  progress  of  the  remainder  of  the 
class. 

The  school  will  be  organized  at  lo  o'clock,  a.  m.  of  the  day  ad- 
vertised ;  the  classes  will  be  formed  and  the  lessons  assigned.  Rec- 
itations will  commence  regularly  on  the  day  following.    To  insure 
accommodation  in  classes,  the  name  and  studies  of  the  pupil  i 
should  be  registered  on  the  morning  of  the  first  day.

Rev.  Lorenzo  D.  Barrows,  D.D.,  President  of  this  Institution,  died  at  Ply- 
mouth, Feb.  18, 1878.  This  is,  we  think,  the  first  instance,  in  the  history  of  the  Semi- 
nary, of  the  death  of  a  member  of  its  Faculty.  He  was  its  honored  President  dur- 
ing the  years  1865-71.  He  assumed  the  Office  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  ac- 
ademic year,  and  reluctantly  relinquished  his  work  but  a  few  days  before  his  death. 

The  cause  of  Christain  education  has  lost  a  warm  and  persistent  advocate;  the 
Church,  a  devoted  and  ceaseless  worker;  the  ministry,-  a  pattern  of  piety  and  zeal;

RoscoE  Sylvester  Dixon,  a  student  in  the  Seminary  and  son  of  Prof.  Dixon, 
died  in  Tilton,  Aug.  20, 1878,  aged  11  years.  He  was  a  good  Christian  lad,  and  was 
mature  in  mind  and  proficient  in  scholarship  far  beyond  his  yeai's.

This  lusititution  oft'ers  to  its  undergraduate  students,  three  courses  of  study,  each 
extending  through  four  years,  called  respectively  the  Classical,  the  Latin-Scientific, 
and  the  Scientific  Coui-se,  and  conducting  respectively  to  the  Degress  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  and  Bachelor  of  Science.

It  is  believed  that  a  suflicient 
amount  is  required  in  each  of  the  great  departments  of  study,  to  afl'ord  a  good 
foundation  in  general  culture;  while  the  large  freedom  of  election  in  the  later  years 
of  the  course,  allows  the  student  to  adapt  his  work  to  his  own  tastes,  talents  and 
purposes. 

Post-graduate  courses  in  the  various  departments  of  science  and  literature  are  of- 
fered to  graduates  of  this  and  of  other  colleges. 

An  Astronomical  Observatory  provided  with  a  fine  telescope,  a  well-furnished 
Chemical  Laboratory,  and  a  large  and  constantly  increasing  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  afl"ord  facilities  for  a  practical  training  in  the  methods  of  observation  and 
research  employed  in  those  sciences. 

The  Library  numbers  over  27,000  volumes ;  and  its  steady  increase  is  provided  for 
by  special  fund. 

There  is  a  well-stocked  Reading-room,  and  a  well-furnished  Gymnasium, 

Scholarships  securing  free  tuition  can  readily  be  obtained  by  any  who  are  at  once 
needy  and  deserving ;  and  no  young  person  of  ability,  energy,  and  moral  worth,  need 
be  deterred  by  poverty  from  undertaking  a  coui'se  of  liberal  education  in  this  Uni- 
versity. 

Ladies  are  admitted  to  the  University  on  equal  terms  with  gentlemen. 

Examinations  for  admission  are  held  on  the  day  after  Commencement,  and  on  the 
first  day  of  the  Fall  Term.  These  days  for  the  year  1879  will  be  respectively  June  27 
and  September  11.
